Calling Card Station Service in the affected jurisdictions on or about July 21, 2008.
3. Points of Geographic Areas of Service Affected (47 C.F.R. §§ 63.71(a)(3), b(2)):

Verizon will discontinue Customer Dialed Calling Card Station Service in the
following jurisdictions: Arizona, California, Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Nevada,

North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, South Carolina, Texas, Washington and Wisconsin, the

areas of Pennsylvania that are in Verizon North Inc.'s operating territory, and the areas of



Virginia that are in Verizon South Inc.’s operating territory. Customer Dialed Calling
Card Station Service will not be affected in those areas of Pennsylvania and Virginia that
are not in Verizon North Inc. or Verizon South Inc.’s operating territory.
4, Brief Description of Type of Service Affected (47 C.F.R. §§ 63.71(a)(4), b(2)):

Verizon’s Customer Dialed Calling Card Station Service allowed customers to place
calls to points within a LATA or market area using a calling card linked to their billing
account. Unrestricted calling cards associated with this service could also be used to
place international calls. Customer Dialed Calling Card Station Service was offered as
an: (1) Interstate Intral ATA Service in Arizona, Califomia, Georgia, Idaho, Hlinois,
Indiana, Nevada, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, South Carolina, Texas, Washington,
Wisconsin, the areas of Pennsylvania that are in Verizon North Inc.’s operating territory,
and the areas of Virginia that are in Verizon South Inc.’s operating territory and (2)
Interstate IntraMarket Service in Indiana, Itlinois, Washington and Idaho. There
currently are no customers for this service in the affected jurisdictions. Subject to the
Commission’s authorization of the proposed discontinuance, this service will be
discontinued on or about July 21, 2008.

The public convenience and necessity will not be impaired by this proposed service
discontinuance because there currently are no customers for Verizon’s Customer Dialed
Calling Card Station Service in the affected jurisdictions.
